U.S. HAS 123,000 TROOPS, 
SMALL FLEET AND SEVERAL 
AIR GROUPS IN FAR EAST 


WASHINGTON, June 26 (UP). 
HE United States has about 
T 123,000 troops, a small fleet 
and several air groups in 
the Far East. There is little 
likelihood they will become in- 
volved in the Korean war. : 

The only military men ac- 
tually in Korea are about 500 
officers and men who are mem- 
bers of an advisory mission. 

Here are estimates by an 
armed services spokesman of 
United States forces elsewhere 
in the Far East: 

Army—About 123,000 troops, 
mostly Japan. They are 
grouped in four infantry divi- 
sions and some smaller combat 
teams. 

Navy — One medium carrier, 
the Boxer; two cruisers, 10 de- 
stroyers, two destroyer escorts, 
three submarines, a seaplane 
tender, a fleet oiler and a 
transport. 

One of the cruisers and four 
destroyers are directly under 
the command of Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur, supreme _ Allied 
commander in Japan. The oth- 
ers, which comprise the Sev- 
enth fleet, are available to 
MacArthur for any emergency. 

Air Force — Five fighter 
groups, mostly jets: a B-29 
bomber group stationed on 
Guam; one bomber’ group 
equipped with B-29s, which 
has only two squadrons instead 
of the usual three. Those

Records and accounts of con- 
tributions were examined in Jef- 
ferson City and in St. Louis by 
Perlow. He declined to discuss 
his findings, but from other 
sources, the Post-Dispatch learned 
that he had made “much prog- 
ress” in his investigation and had 
obtained a great deal of infor- 
mation. ;

announcement, American fighter 
planes flew over Seoul, the South 
Korean capital, on the way to 
cover the first evacuees. They 
sailed tonight on two ships from 
Inchon, Korean west coast port. 
At sea, American destroyers 
picked up the two ships to con- 
voy them to Japan. 

American pilots were under 
orders to protect their patrol zone, 
reliable informants said, and this 
means shooting if necessary to 
defend themselves or the ships 
under escort. These sources said 
the 600-mile-an-hour F-80 jets 
the Air Force’s Shooting Stars— 
will predominate in the air cover, 
which will also include F-82 twin 
Mustangs, all weathe: fighters de- 
signed for night duty. 

It was an F-82 which tangled 
with a Yak-3 over Seoul today in 
sight of ground observers, the 
sources said. The plane original- 
ly was identified as an F-5l, a 
single Mustang. The American 
plane did not fire, informants 
here said, but apparently drove 
off the Yak merely by wheeling 
toward it. 

Estimate on Shipments. 

Shipments of munitions, which 
a spokesman for MacArthur said 
are being prepared, probably will 


‘not begin for several days, the 


sources said. It might take six 
days, they said, to complete de- 
tails of loading and other 
essentials. 

Munitions shipments will be 
mostly by sea unless emergency 
‘circumstances require hurried 
|aerial transport, they said. 

At the outbreak of hostilities 
was estimated the South 
'Koreans had enough ammunition 
‘for 10 days. 
| Shipments are expected to in- 
_clude all types of munitions, from 
‘small arms to artillery, as well as 
‘replacement parts and_ similar 
essentials. MacArthur’s spokes- 
man did not say what equipment 
'and supplies will be shipped ex- 
cept to say “munitions and ma- 
teriel that are required by South 
Korea.” Washington had ordered 
MacArthur to send aid to the 
American-Supported Korean Gov- 
ernment.

late it. Its jagged, uneven western 
coastline is washed by the Yellow 
sea. The east coast borders the 
eastern Sea of Japan and its 
southern tip faces the Korea 
strait. Its northern border is 
Manchuria. : 
Mountainous Terrain. 


Most of the country is moun- 
tainous. Peaks range as high as 
7500 feet. Generally, the ranges 
run from 3500 to 5400 feet eleva- 
tion. As rugged as its terrain and 
its people are the names of its 
cities, rivers and valleys. And 
confusing their identification even 
more is the fact that cities often 
are known by more than one 
name. This was caused by the 
Japanese who overran the country 
for a half-century. They changed 
all names to Japanese. 

For instance, Seoul, capital of 
South Korea, was known as Ky- 
ongsong and Keijo. 

Seoul, in a direct line, is about 
30 miles from the thirty-eighth 
parallel and 120 miles southeast 
of Pyongyang, the capital of the 
Communist invaders. The Commu- 
nist capital is about 65 miles 
from the thirty-eighth. 


On Dec. 27, 1945, a Big Four 
foreign ministers meeting at Mos- 
cow agreed to unify the country 
under a four-power trusteeship 
to last five years. All Koreans 
protested. They wanted inde- 
pendence.

through the New York Stock Ex- 
change today. Stocks closed from 
$1 to $7 lower after 4,000,000 
shares were put on the market 
in three selling waves. At one 
time some shares were off $8. 

A third selling wave just before 
closing ended the faint hope of 
a rally and sent the tape behind 
at closing time. Earlier, for more 
than 40 minutes, the high-speed 
ticker tape had been behind as 
much as four minutes in record- 
ing the sales. 


Brokers said the market was 
responding to the war scare, but 
that many stocks were in a vul- 
nerable position after a year of 
rising prices, and traders were 
eashing in profits in face of the 
uncertainty abroad. 

The market value of all stocks 
listed on the exchange dropped 


from North Korea, and our 
sympathy and support for the

The economic advisers use the 
purchasing power of the 1949 
dollar as the measuring rod. By 
this measurement, the gross na- 
tional product, in billions of 1949 
dollars, for the great boom year 
of 1929 stood at 152: for 1939 at 
160; and for 1948, at a colossal 
260. This was when many eco- 
nomic seers began prophesying 
doom. 

But doom did not arrive. There 
was a dip in 1949, but there has 
been an astonishing comeback 
this year. For, using the 1949- 
dollar yardstick, the American 
economy is now operating at a 
rate of 270 billion dollars and, 
according to the economic advis- 
ers, if the current rate of indus- 
trial expansion continues, by the 
end of this year the gross na- 
tional product should be close to 


280 billion dollars. 


This is boom indeed, pros- 
perity beyond the wildest 
dreams of the past. Behind the 
dull figures there is a simple, 
Startling fact. The American 
people are carrying a heavy 
load of defense and foreign 
spending, and at the same time 
they are making and using more 
stuff—which means living het- 
ter—than ever before in his- 
tory. 

Can this agreeable state of af- 
fairs last?

Red Move in Korea 


In Korea, the Communists have made perhaps 
the boldest move to date in the international 
chess game. This time, they have moved with 
tanks, guns and aerial bombs. 

In the past—in Czechoslovakia, for example— 
they generally have been content to use polit- 
ical methods ‘such as the seizure of. power by 
native fifth columns. Now they ate playing 
with a more dangerous brand of dynamite. 


Washington, however, has not been thrown 
into a panic by these tactics. Secretary Acheson 
telephoned the news to President Truman in 
Independence, and the President left for the 
capital by plane—but with a salutary warning 
against leaping to unwarranted conclusions. 
Even after conferring in Washington, Adminis- 
tration leaders refrained from hasty statements. 

Supplies apparently are to be available to the 
South Korean regime, but their quantity ob- 
viously depends on how serious the military 
action becomes. Precedents for American con- 
duct may well be found in our experience with 
Communist action in Greece, China and Berlin. 
While we lost China, we successfully resisted 
pressure in Greece and Berlin. So we should 
be able to keep our nerves steady. 


Meanwhile, the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil has gone into action. It has ordered the re- 
tirement of the invaders. This faces the Com- 
munists with a major test: Are they ready to 
stand before the world as the first major power 
flatly to defy the United Nations? Are they 
ready to accept full responsibility for an outright 
attempt to wreck the world peace organization? 


Will the Kremlin let all the blame rest on 
the North Korean puppet government? If so, 
Moscow might save a bit of face in case of a 
back-down. But surely the democratic nations 
will not be deceived. They see the Kremlin's 
hand moving this pawn. 

But why was the move made at all? To off- 
set Defense Secretary Johnson’s statement that 
we will.keep troops on Okinawa and, by impli- 
cation, in Japan even in the event of a peace 
treaty? Is it a propagandistic counter-stroke to 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s new plea for aid to 
Formosa? Does the Kremlin perhaps belieye 
that. it can convince us that we cannot hold so 
many outlying positions? Or is it meant pri- 
marily to make Asiatics fee] that we cannot 
back up our pledges in the Orient? 

At the moment, answers to such questions 
must be conjectures. More broadly, of course, 
the development fits into the cold war pattern 
neatly enough. Communist control of Southern 
Korea, if achieved, would do psychological dam- 
age. It would have its effects even here in the 


‘United State8. Surely, the move already has 


weakened the so-called “peace offensive” planned 
by Brien McMahon and some of his colleagues in 
the Senate. And it is almost sure to be twisted 
to their advantage by Senator McCarthy and 
his supporters. 

If they have any sense, the Russians must feel 
somewhat apprehensive about this latest ad- 
venture in their pressure campaign. Time should 
be allowed the President and his advisers for an

ican people a clear report on the situation. 

For this, we must wait. 
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The Switchmen’s Poor Case 
What the railroad switchmen are striking for 
is a difference of 13 cents an hour between the 
wage rise they are demanding and the rise 
that has been offered them. As the offer is 


more than half the total demand, and as they, 


have presented no reasoned arguments why this 
is not a fair compromise, they can expect little 
public support. 

The strong presumption in railway fabor dis- 
putes is that the fair and reasonable way is the 
way of the Railway Labor Act, rather than 
either strikes or shutouts. Under that law 
railway employes can have their demands and 
grievances examined thoroughly by a fact-find- 
ing board chosen for its impartiality. In the 


case of the switchmen the fact-finding board 


recommended a wage increase of 18 cents an 
hour. The strikers are demanding a 40-hour 
weck with the same total wages now paid for 
48 hours, or the equivalent of 31 cents an hour 
increase. 

In repudiating the fact-finding board, the 
switchmen are following the pattern set recent- 
ly by the railway firemen, who struck for a 
second man in the cab of multiple-engine diesel 
locomotives. The firemen’s demands had twice 
been examined by a presidential fact-finding 
board and twice rejected as unreasonable. The 
firemen lost that strike. The 4000 switchmen 
who are now tying up four Western and Mid- 
western railroads should ponder whether the 
parallel between their strike and the fire- 
men’s does not go all the way to the likely 
result. Should they then alienate public opin- 
ion still further with the stringencies of a 
transportation stoppage?

to be. 
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Senator Graham's Defeat 

North Carolina, the Southern state with a 
split personality, followed a path of retrogres- 
sion in Saturday's runoff primary. The defeat 
of the distinguished Senator Frank Porter Gra- 
ham is a loss to liberal forces in the South, 
and to the United States Senate. 

Willis Smith, the victor, is a Raleigh corpo- 
ration lawyer described as a “loyal Democrat 
for 30 years.” Apparently his loyalties are to 
the party of 30 years ago, or earlier, since he 
opposed virtually the entire Truman program. 

But Smith’s demagoguery is certainly in the 
contemporary style. He not. only brought the 
race issue against Senator Graham, but he used 
billboards asking, “Didn't anvone ever tell Frank 
Graham about Communism?” To add to the 
indirect smear, the billboards were illustrated 
with pictures of Browder and Robeson. 

This dirty strategy undoubtedly had some ef- 
fect, in spite of Mr. Graham's brilliant record 
as president of the University of North Caro- 
lina, public member of the War Labor Board, 
delegate in the U.N. mission to Indonesia, and 
as Senator. Hence the Truman Administration 
loses an outstanding supporter. Hence Con- 
gress gains another dixiecratic Don Quixote. 

Senator Graham's total vote in the runoff 
was about 17,000 votes less than his total in the 
first primary in May, when he defeated Smith 
by 53,000 votes. Smith gained 32,000 votes 
over his May total, picking up supporters of 
former Senator Robert Reynolds and Ollila Ray 
Boyd, hog raiser who advocated “legal lynch- 
ing.” But the salient fact remains that if Sen- 


ator Graham had been able to collect as many 
votes Saturday as he did last May, he would 
have won. 

North Carolina’s record of gradual political 
progress has suffered a serious reverse. The 
result is an object lesson, in that government 
cannot move forward unless citizens go to the 
polls and push it. 
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Poison Gas in California 


The sad thing about the dismissal of 157 
faculty members and employes at the University 
of California is that it will not really protect 
the university against Communism. What it 
will achieve is a serious impairment of the 
atmosphere of freedom which is essential to a 
great seat of learning. : 

President Robert Gordon Sproul and the Cali- 
fornia regents.dismissed the 157 persons because 
they refused to sign a statement that they are 
not members of the Communist party. 

It would be surprising if many of the 157 
actually are Communists. For a Communist 
would have no compunctions about signing a 
false affidavit. Those who have compunctions 
are those who believe that no political test of 
any kind is a proper condition of employment in 
a university. 

Meanwhile the great majority of professors 
can only be handicapped by the hue and cry 
attaching to the kind of witch-hunt California 
has been enduring. As Dixon Wecter wrote in 
The Saturday Review a few weeks before his 
untimely death. the academic witch-hunt 


“buries the merit or demerit of the individ- 
ual under the vicious sweep of generalities. 
Distrust by association is its essence. Sus- 
picion releases into the common air a poison 
gas that spreads far and wide, tending al- 
ways to settle into the low ground, among 
the craters of old feuds and battlegrounds... 


Here is the meaning and value of intellectual 
freedom in our universities. It is not a ques- 
tion of permitting Communists to teach; it is 
a question of creating an atmosphere in which 
no man fears to think and express himself ac- 
cording to his own conscience. That climate of 
freedom, vital to a great university, demands 
that men be judged individually by what they 
are and what they do.

Mr. Wherry’s Voice and His Vote 


The Communist invasion of South Korea is 
the fault of the Democratic Administration in 
Washington, opines that fearless, peerless think- 
er, Senator Kenneth Wherry, of Nebraska. The 
Republican floor leader in the Senate said, “The 
Administration should stand up and do some- 
thing and then we'll stop these Commies.”

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Holiday Voting in Oklahoma 

The vagaries of the calendar are about to 
put the voters of Oklahoma to a severe test. 
Representative Mike Monroney, at 48 one of 
the very ablest members of the national House, 
is running for the Democratic nomination 
against Senator Elmer Thomas, elderly friend 
of farm subsidies and vested interests in util- 
ities and oil and gas. 

The calender comes into the race because 
the primary is set by law as the first Tuesday 
in July and this year that day happens to be 
July 4—the national holiday. Since many work- 
ers will take a long weekend for outings and 
excursions, it is likely that a considerable num- 
ber of Oklahoma voters will not even be in 
their communities on primary day. 

Will these absentees hurt able Mike Mon- 
roney or time-server Elmer Thomas, who once 
speculated in the commodity markets while 
chairman of the Senate Agriculture Committee? 
No one can be sure until the votes are counted. 
Certainly this is far from a desirable situation. 

When Missouri changes its primary date from 
August—as Missouri eventually will—we should 
remember that the first week in July is not a 
good time either. 
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Ideas in Collision 

It is rare indeed when the publisher of a 
book at the head of the best-seller list for 
weeks dumps it on somebody else at the height 
of its popularity. 

That is exactly what the Macmillan Company 
did with Dr. Immanuel Velikovsky’s “Worlds in 
Collision.”” Doubleday has now taken it over, 
apparently because Macmillan found the book 
too hot to handle. The. backbone of Macmil- 
lan’s business is textbooks. Dr. Velikovsky 
claims that a group of scientists threatened to 
boycott Macmillan textbooks if the firm did not 
unload his book. 

“Worlds in Collision” presents the thesis that 
a comet from Jupiter passed near the earth 
twice some 3500 years ago, stopped the earth 
dead in its tracks, caused an assortment of 
catastrophes, and then ended up as the planet 
Venus. The theory is derived from folk lore, 
buttressed by dribs and drabs of science. 

Apparently, the book has been a success be- 
cause it offers a glib integrated theory of the 
universe. But it can't be proved. Indeed, most 
of it can be disproved, according to scientists. 

But whatever the book’s demerits, there is no 
justification for bludgeoning Macmillan into 
dropping it. Let the scientists, instead, show 
those who believe it why it is wrong, and take 
advantage of the opportunity they have been 
handed to increase knowledge. 
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St. Louis Slighted 

Chicago's City Council has challenged the city 
councils of New York, Cleveland, Detroit and 
Milwaukee to a series of softball games, the 
proceeds to go to charity. 

Mavor Darst’s duty is plain. He ought to find 
out why no similar invitation has come to St. 
Louis. 

Is it because Chicago is afraid of St. Louis? 
After what the Cubs did to the Cardinals in the 
closing days of last season, there is no apparent 
reason for such a craven attitude. But you 
never can tell about an alderman. 

In, any case, St. Louis does have a Board of 
Aldermen which we are confident will rise 
superbly to the challenge of a contest with 
Chicago's City Council. Let Mayor Darst bring 
this about. A middle-aged politician can follow 
no better rule than that of “Let’s you and him 
play softball.” 
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St. Louis is sometimes described as a city that 
is standing still. A graphic picture of its almost 
motionless state is available daily to home-bound 
thousands caught in the rush-hour traffic.

William Stuart Symington III will come 
in for a lot of praise or a lot of blame if 
the cold war ever gets hot. As the chair- 
man of the National Security Resources 
Board, Symington is responsible for ap- 
praising and cataloging all of the nation’s 
facilities for defense—materials, manpow- 
er, industrial capacity, transportation— 
and mapping out how they can be quickly 
mobilized and effectively used. 

It will be up to the President to decide 
whether to use the plans Symington makes 
—and how. If the 
plans are needed and 
should prove effec- 
tive, Symington will 
be a hero. If they 
don’t work, or if they 
shouldn’t even be 
tried, he is sure to 
be blamed. His job 
is one of tremendous 
responsibility with- 
out operational au- 
thority. 

So far, Symington 
himself is making 
no promises. He still 
is “casing the joint,” 
he says. He was ap- 
pointed only two and a-.half months ago, 
and a month later President Truman asked 
Congress to give him free reign. The oth- 
er members of the board are the Secre- 
taries of State, Treasury, Defense, Interi- 
or, Agriculture, Commerce and Labor. 

Under the President’s proposal, which 
will go into effect in another month if 
neither house vetoes it, these Cabinet mem- 
bers will be merely advisers. Symington 
will be the big boss. He has been boss 
of one business enterprise or governmen- 
tal agency or another ever since he left 
college in 1923. 

Big, affable, energetic, W. Stuart Sym- 
ington has handled many a tough job in 
his 49 years. In June 1945, President 
Truman appointed him chairman of the 
three man Surplus Property Board. A 
few months later he was given supreme 
power to dispose of left-over war mate- 
rials as administrator of the Surplus Prop- 
erty Administration, which succeeded the 
board. He was “the first person in his- 
tory to run a 100-billion-dollar second- 
hand store.” 

In 1946, President Truman moved Sym- 
ington into the War Department as Assist- 
ant Secretary of War for Air. When the 
armed forces were united in the Depart- 
ment of Defense the next year, Syming- 
ton was retained as civilian head of the 
flying arm as Secretary of Air Force. 

It was there that the public got its first 
glimpse of his rugged independence. He 
fought stubbornly for a 70 group Air Force 
in face of insistence by his superiors, 


President Truman and Secretary of De- 
fense Louis Johnson, that 48 groups were 
adequate. 

Symington has no delusions about his 
new job. “In every war we have ever 
fought,” he told Martin S. Hayden, North 
American Newspaper Alliance correspond- 
ent, “we have been given months or years 
to mobilize for victory. But times have 
changed and we will probably have no 
such saving delays again. Our job here 
is to make up a workable mobilization 
plan while avoiding the big danger of be- 
ing distracted by unessential details.” 

These are some of the problems with 
which he is now concerned: 

How will the labor market be con- 
trolled and nonessential jobs be elim- 
inated in wartime? 

What production will be reserved for 
civilian needs? 

How will profits be regulated? 

How will manpower be allocated he- 
tween military and industrial demands? 


Will there be enough utility power 
and sufficient stocks of rubber, minerals 
ang oil? 

What about rent controls, price con- 
trols and building freezes? 

What can be done to protect Ameri- 
ca’s cities in case of sudden atomic at- 
tack? 

It is the latter problem that he is strug- 
gling with now. He took the files on the 
crucial subject back to his country place 
near St. Louis, where he could study them 
without interruption. It’s a‘ tough nut to 
crack, but Symington hopes to have at 
least a hint of the answers by the end of 
June. 

Symington was available for a new job 
when the late James V. Forrestal rec- 
ommended him to creditors of the Emer- 
son Electric Manufacturing Co., St. Louis, 
to pull that floundering concern out of 
the doldrums. 

During the war, Emerson’s peacetime 
payroll of 1500 was expanded to 11,000. 
Looking around for something his com- 
pany could make in the way of war equip- 
ment, Symington settled on gun turrets 
for bombers. Emerson turned them out 
by the thousands. 

Like many other big contractors, Sym- 
ington’s plant got a thorough going over 
by Senator Harry Truman’s investigating 
committee at the height of the war. Tru- 
man was so favorably impressed by the 
young executive’s accomplishments that 
not many months later, when the Senator 
had become President and hostilities had 
ended in Europe, he asked Symington to 
take over the job of disposing of surplus 
war material. Symington was willing, and 
he has been in governmental work ever 
since. 


A Good Neighbor Kicked:in the Teeth?

There are many reasons why the tax of 
$40 a ton on impurted copper, which was 
suspended when World War II began, 
should not go back into effect on July 1. 
This country still needs far more copper 
than its domestic mines are producing. 
But collection of that tax soon will be 
resumed unless Congress acts quickly and 
affirmatively to extend the suspension. for 
two more years. 

If the tax does go back on, a few copper 
producers in Western mining states will 
get the benefit of a “protective tariff” 
which current circumstances cannot justi- 
fy. A lot of speculators, who have been 
buying scrap copper in expectation that 
its price will soar as soon as the tax is 
reimposed, will reap some fancy profits. 

Ordinary people who buy autos, radios, 
television sets, electric motors and count- 
less other manufactured products in which 
copper and brass are used will be soaked 
with higher prices. And our Govern- 


ment’s good-neighbor policy toward Latin- 
America will suffer a damaging blow. 
Most of the imported copper comes from 
Chile. That country expanded its produc- 
tion in order to supply, at favorable prices, 
our wartime and postwar needs for cop- 
per. And Chile’s dollar earnings from 
the sale of copper to us largely are spent 
for our manufactured products. Permit- 
ting the $40-a-ton import tax to resume 
would be a kick in the teeth for the Chilean 
Government, which is our good friend. 
President Truman, Secretary of State 
Acheson, Secretary of Commerce Sawyer 
and our defense officials all are opposed 
to reimposition of the tax, because of the 
economie and political damage it would 
do in Latin America and because it would 
increase the difficulty and cost of our 
own stockpiling and other defense efforts. 
Congress should snap into action and 
hurry through a law to keep the copper 
import tax suspended for two more years. 


Between Book Ends 


Hurst Mixture as Before 


ANYWOMAN, by Fannie Hurst. (Harper & Brothers, 

New York, 309 pgs., $3.) ‘ 

Rose Cologne was a small town sweety 
who was a homebody and didn't care much 
about boys until she met Frank Caesar, 
swimming instructor at the swank summer 
hotel. As soon as she clapped eyes on 
him she was a changed girl and a goner. 
From his ears down this Caesar was a 
beaut, but from there up he was practical- 
ly minus, with “Are you kidding?” as his 
favorite conversational fillip. From then 
on it was a foot race, with sweet Rose 
Cologne at Caesar's heels, occasionally tag- 
ging him but not quite succeeding in 
tackling him. 

The fact was that Adonis Caesar was 
fed up with the adulation of amorous fe- 
males and though not too bright was able 
to develop considerable skill at dodging 
feminine encircling movements. Time aft- 
er time Rose made a grab for him only to 
fall flat on her face. She was willing to 

take him on his own 
terms if he wanted 
her, which he didn't. 
At the end of the 
season she followed 
him back to New 
York and in the face 
of repeated rebuffs 
chased him up one 
street and down an- 
other, throwing her- 
self at him every 
time she got close 
enough. He spurned 
her every time and 
purposely. 
This pursuit and 
retreat went on un- 
til Caesar, in self-defense, married (for 
her money) an aging red-headed widow 
who was something of a chaser herself. 
That should have ended it but when the 
red-head was killed in a plane crash and 
Caesar lost his legs, Rose Cologne took 
what was left of him because he couldn't 
get away. As she looked at it half a man 
was better than none. That part where 
she took care of what was left had a touch 
of nobility about it, of which a better 
novelist might have made something. 

As for Fannie Hurst, she missed her 
chance by making Rose such a sniveling 
creature, with her adolescent silliness and 
baby-talk, that it was impossible to make 
her appealing even in her devotion to her 
helpless man. 

There are others in the story but they 
don’t count too much, they. are part of 
the minutiae with which the book, true 
to the Hurst tradition, is packed.

Simple Precautions in Making Home Secure Mean a Happier Trip

Y the way, haven't you forgct- 

ten something? Like tens of 

millions of other Americans 
about to start on vacation trips, 
it’s a pretty safe bet that you 
have. 

Remembering the right things 


before you go—and taking care of 


them—is the best way to insure a 
carefree vacation. And it’s the 
only way to be certain that every- 
thing will be shipshape not only 
on the way. but at home when 
you return. 

For example, don’t forget to 
let the milkman know you are 
going to be away. That’s impor- 
tant because a lot of bottles piled 
up at the door of your house or 
apartment are practically an invi- 
tation to housebreakers. They say 
in unmistakable language that 
there’s no one home. The same 
goes for anything else delivered 
regularly. 

Check your keys before locking 
yourself out, too. Be sure you 
have not only your home and car 
keys, preferably in duplicate, but 
luggage keys as well. Many a va- 
cationer finds out a day too late 
that they are back home on the 
bureau. 

Make arrangements to have 
your mail picked up. That’s espe- 
cially important if you expect 
checks. The Post Office Depart- 
ment says that losses have a way 
of going way up during the sum- 
mer because thieves are on the 
watch for easy pickings as a re- 
sult of failure to make some pro- 
vision for mail received during 
vacation periods. 

If traveling by automobile, be 
sure the tool kit is complete, espe- 
cially for tire changing. Cars 
don’t break down often and punc- 
tures are infrequent, but when 
they do happen on the highway 
proper tools are still just as es- 
sential as they were 30 years ago. 

It’s a good idea to tuck an 
extra fanbelt under the seat and 
to put an extra set of headlight 
bulbs in the dash pocket. Also, a 
couple of extra windshield wiper 
blades may prove real lifesavers. 

If you wear eyeglasses, be sure 
you have an extra pair. That's 
particularly important, of course, 
if you are dependent upon a sub- 
stantial correction for reading or 
driving. | 

If you are a home owner, you'll 
want to be sure that the gas stove 
pilot light is turned out. Gas 
water heaters also should be 
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turned off if you are to be away 
for an extended trip and it’s not 
a bad idea to shut off the water, 
too. 

Be sure that any food which 
might spoil is disposed of before 
leaving. Many authorities recom- 
mend that the master electric 
switch be thrown, too; although 
that should not be done, of course, 
if there’s food in a deep freeze.

T’S surprising, police tell you, 

how many vacationers leave 

their houses and apartments 
without closing and locking the 
windows. Some can’t remember 
whether they did or didn’t—and 
then worry about it for the rest 
of the trip. 

The police also advise strongly 
against pulling down the window 
shades. Like the piled-up milk 
bottles, that’s another one of those 
signs for which prowlers always 
are on the lookout. Just keep the 
blinds at their normal level. 

In this connection, too, if the 
trip is to be a long one it’s well 
to arrange to have the lawn at- 
tended to regularly. For one 
thing, there’s nothing more dis- 
couraging than to come home and 
find the place practically over- 
grown. For another, an untended 
lawn is one more indication that 
the house is vacant. 

Does some responsible person 
know where you have gone and 
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neighbor. ‘There probably won't 
be any reason for them to get in 
touch with you if you are thus 
forehanded; but, sure as sure can 
be, if you don’t there, will be. 

And speaking of neighbors, if 
they are the true blue kind, con- 
sider leaving a house or apart- 
ment key with them. 

The homeowner who is about 
to leave his house vacant certainly 
should let the police at the near- 
by precinct know of his plans. 

They'll be glad to make regu- 
lar inspections—either by scout 
car or by the officer walking the 
beat—to be sure that the house 
and its contents are undisturbed. 

When packing for the trip, al- 
ways take less rather than more. 
It’s surprising how much useless 
stuff inexperienced travelers lug 
along; how little veteran trippers 
take with them. 

Many a vacation has been 
hampered by excess luggage; and 
that goes whether you travel by 
train, car, bus, plane or boat. 

Take simple clothing and take 
care of the changes as you go 
along, if you think you can’t get 
along with ‘less than three bags, 
start eliminating and get it down 
to two, If two at first seem a 
positive must, go over it all again 
and try to limit yourself to one.

Answer: Yes, it is a common 
mistake to say, “If anybody ob- 
jects, will they please raise their 
hands?” Or, “Everybody are in- 
vited to attend.” 

Let us invent a simple device 
for all such words as anyone, any- 
body, everyone, somebody, no- 
body. Let us use the pronoun 
“one” in the meaning “any per- 
son not named specifically.” 

Now, in sentences in which 
“anybody, somebody,” etc., occur, 
substitution of ‘“‘one” will clearly 
show that the verbs must be sin- 
gular: 

If one (anybody) objects, will 
he please raise his hand? 

One (anybody) can learn Eng- 
lish if he applies himself. 

One (everybody) was glad to 
see her. 

One (everyone) was invited. 

He said one (someone) is hiding 
there. 

Each, every, either, and neither 
are also followed by singular 
verbs: Each (one) is to blame; 
every (one) person should attend; 
either (one) is acceptable; neither 
(one) of the girls is married. 

It is a peculiarity of English 
that there are no singular pro- 
nouns of common gender mean- 
ing “he or she,” and “his or her” 
as the case may be. The word 
“thon” (contraction of “that one”) 
has been proposed, to be used 
thus: If amybody objects, will 
thon raise thon’s hand? “Thon” 
has never been accepted, how- 
ever. 

It is awkward to say“. .. will 
he or she raise his or her hand?” 
To solve this difficulty good us- 
age accepts “he” and “his” as 
both masculine and feminine, 
thus: will he raise his 
hand?”

PARIS. 

N Thursday we lunched at 

Clarvaux, where I heard tales 

of World War II. They told 
me that the Germans captured the 
new de La Noye castle, which is 
across the valley, while the Amer- 
icans occupied the old castle. A 
German gun pounded away at our 
men until an American. tank ar- 
rived and shot through the new 
castle—demolishing a good deal 
of it, but silencing the German 
guns. Our men, after having suc- 
cessfully held the Germans for 
two whole days, which allowed 
Gen. McAuliffe to strengthen the 
Bastogne position, had to retire. 

I sat by a young man at lunch 
who had worked in the resistance. 
He was spirited out of town by 
our American Army officers be- 
fore they had to vacate the town, 
and so he feels he owes them his 
life. This same young man told 
me that he owned another hotel 
in town which had been used by 
our men as a rest place on their 
leave. One young American lieu- 
tenant became almost like their 
own son, and he loved to play 
games with their little girl of 
nine.

The night before he was to 
leave for the front he slept in 
their house and carried the little 
girl to bed. The next morning he 
delayed his leaving until the last 
moment, hating to go, and show- 
ing the man on the map where 
he would be in 24 hours. With 
tears in his voice, the Luxem- 
bourg man said, ‘24 hours later 
he was killed for us.”

PHOENIX, Ariz., June 26. 

HE white man’s miracle world 

—of flight faster than sound, 

atomic power, television, cold 
tablets and electric laundries—is 
a glittering goal to younger gen- 
erations of most American Indian 
tribes. They'll leave their rugged 
reservations at the drop of a 
feather. But not the peace-loving 
Havasupais of the Grand Canyon. 
When it comes to modern prog- 
ress, they’re not interested. 

“What so good about the world 
today?” the Havasupai tribesmen 
want to know. Then, they smile 
and point to the rocky rimlands, 
a sheer mile over their heads. “In 
rest of America, no money—no 
food, no friends. We satisfied 
here. Uncle Sam can keep it!” 

The easy-going, completely hap- 
py Havasupais can well afford a 
smile for the “outside world.” 
They are true isolationists, both 
by choice and nature. Since early 
in the Twelfth century, the peo- 
ple of this tribe have dwelled in 
the deep-down bottom of the 
Grand Canyon in Arizona. Be- 
fore the coming of Columbus, 
their ancestors were well settled 
in this sort of fairyland valley of 
verdant fields, towering trees, 
rich farmlands, and a sky-blue 
brook. And it’s all changed very 
little, in the past 800 years of 
Havasupai history. 

Today, bumper harvests, a small 
educational handout by Uncle 
Sam, and some spiritual aid from 
an Episcopal mission still leave 
the Havasupais nearly self-suffi- 
cient, completely friendly, and 
more than a little independent 
in their outlook. Nearly every tri- 
bal member who_ temporarily 
leaves his canyoned home for a 
look at the world outside, comes 
back—proof in itself that the Ha- 
vasupais don’t give a forgotten 
war-whoop about the rant and 
rush of progress. 

The white man’s ways have 
touched the tribe to some extent. 
Most of the 206 persons of the 
deep valley are Christians, speak 
some English, and play poker 
with the intense interest and skill 
of frontier card-sharks. They've 
seen a helicopter and know 
American money. And they ad- 
mire saddles—even the modern 
ones — because horsemanship 
comes naturally to these Indians. 
Havasupai babies are on horse- 
back before they can walk, and 
bump along the cool, shaded 
trails through the village. The 
tanned, muscular men of the 
tribe are top rodeo riders and 
trail guides. Occasionally, they 
ride to the high, corrugated rim 
of the Grand Canyon, then herd 
groups of nervous tourists down 
the steep, narrow horseway that 
curls across perpendicular cliffs 
for seven miles, and finally ends 
in the far-below village. Except 
through thin air, the twisting 
trail is the only way in and out 
of the Havasupai homeland. 

But the same high ramparts of 
red and grey rock that complete 
the tribe’s isolation, also keep out 
filibusters from Washington, dire 
predictions about the H-bomb, 
and grumblings from Moscow. 
These peaceful Indians live be- 
hind and below an “iron curtain” 
of solid rock. 

These people, descendants of 
primitive Havasupais, inherited 
more than quiet isolation. The 


tribe is governed by an easy- 
going mixture of “‘brotherly love” 
and “the Golden Rule,” inter- 
preted by a friendly chief, Dudley 
Manakaja, and a small tribal 
council. Together, they solve the 
passing problems and slight dif- 
ferences of the Havasupais, using 
the same peaceful laws set down 
by their forbears, some 800 years 
before the United Nations. Sim- 
ple Havasupai democracy is 
shown by the single-room build- 
ing that serves as a tribal council- 
chamber, church, and Saturday 
night bingo parlor, when neces- 
sary. 
x * 

40 Havasupai Indian has ever 
Niciea or been seriously injured 

by an act of violence, since the 
pillaging Apaches gave up trying 
to raid the canyoned fortress-home 
nearly a century ago. When 
young Havasupais get tough and 
start looking for a warpath to 
ride, the elders send them pack- 
ing to the high plateau country 
above the valley, where skittery 
herds of wild horses roam. The 
wayward Indian youths work out 
their toughness, trapping and 
taming red-eyed, dangerous stal- 
lions for the trail-string. When 
older men _ disagree, nobody 
reaches for his tomahawk or deer- 
rifle. Instead, they resolve the 
argument with a quick horse race. 


Until recently, the tribe’s lead- 
ing tough guy was a rock-hard, 
taut trail rider known as “Big 
Jim.” Once a week, he would 
straddle a huge bay horse and 
charge out of the canyon. He 
would picket the horse on the 
rim, then hitchhike to the near- 
est bar along Highway 66. A day 
or so later, “Big Jim’ would come 
hell-roaring down the _ steep, 
twisting trail, ready to take on 
all comers. He played tight, 
close-to-the-table poker, and re- 
fused to attend the Sunday 
church services by Indian lay- 
evangelist Jim Crook. But some- 
where along his fire-water trail, 
“Big Jim” got religion. Now, 
he’s a model Havasupai parish- 
ioner, won’t play cards, and acts 
as sub-chief for the tribe. The 
Havasupais knew the principles 
of Christianity, before the first 
white missionary came to their 
deep-down homeland. The Amer- 
ican Revolution was just begin- 
ning when ancestors of the pres- 
ent tribe welcomed Spanish Padre 
Tomas Garces to Havasu-land. 
They showed no surprise at his 
gospel of the Prince of Peace. 
Their legends, ancient then, told 
the same story, with different 
mames and places. And _ the 
Havasupais had been practicing 
brotherly love for some 600 years 
before Padre Garces came to 
their rock-bound valley. 

There is no “upper crust” or

“skid row” along the shady village 
trails of Havasu valley. Again, 
the democratic heritage left by 
the original Havasupais is still go- 
ing strong. The three square 
miles of rich, red loam on the val- 
ley floor produce enough corn, 
peaches, figs, watermelons and 
truck vegetables to feed the tribe. 
Some Indian families till more 
land than others, but the harvests 
are neatly divided so that no one 
goes hungry. Homes vary from 
picturesque hogans, slapped to- 
gether with willow poles and mud, 
to the canyon equivalent of a 
“Havasupai housing project’ — 
several frame buildings, labori- 
ously built to modernize the tribe, 
a few years ago. 


Months of effort, dragging big 


timbers down Havasu canyon’s 
corkscrew trail, and miles of gov- 
ernmental red tape went into the 
one-room structures. The Indians 
smiled as park service crews 
sweated, swore and put up the 
white man’s idea of home. When 
the brief dedication ceremonies 
were over, and the carpenters 
gone, the cheerful Havasupai fam- 
ilies moved pots, baskets and fires 
near the new houses. They want- 
ed to be close to their horses and 
cows, stabled inside!

Bridge

ODAY’S declarer did an ex- 

cellent job of card-placing from 

the bidding and the opening 
lead and brought home a contract 
which would scarcely be made by 
the average player.

East's two-diamond bid was not 
particularly commendable, and 
though it came to no harm in it- 
self, it helped South considerably 
in his planning of the play. 

West, naturally disliking to lead 
his singleton in partner’s suit, 
opened his fourth highest heart. 
Declarer put in dummy’s eight, 
but East played the nine, and 
now, of course, South could not 
hope for two heart stoppers. How- 
ever, South correctly took the 
trick (instead of holding up his 
ace) because he knew that West 
would not have led a low heart 
from K-Q-J—he would have led 
the king—and therefore East must 
have a heart honor., By taking 
the trick, South could probably 
block the suit. 

The bidding told South that 
West had at most a singleton dia- 
mond, hence there was the acute 
danger that he held length in 
clubs, and that the suit would not 
run without loss. So South could 
not count on six club tricks, and 
had to look elsewhere. He led a 
low spade toward dummy, and 
West, who felt that declarer might 
have three spades to the ace, made 
the more or less natural (but 
fatal) play of ducking, in the hope 
of reducing declarer’s “communi- 
cations.” Now, however, South 
was on thé home stretch. He 
overtook the club king with the 
ace, cashed the queen, and knocked 
out West’s club jack—and the de- 
fenders were helpless.

Modern Parables 


The Interrupted Funeral 
By Fulton Oursler 


OME of the best stories I 

know were told to me by 

missionaries, like the tale of 
the dead man of Pithra and the 
queer thing that befell at his 
funeral, only a year or so ago. 

More than all else it is the 
story of the stubborn faith of 
Jean de Jongne. The remote 
village of Pithra in India was 
part of Pere Jean’s vast parish. 
The people there clung to an- 
cient idols and after months of 
effort the missionary made only 
one convert, an vid man named 
Sunda Singh. His relatives 
scolded the old man; they were 
a hundred against one, but for 
a long time Sunda Singh stub- 
bornly remained the only Chris- 
tian in Pithra.

ONE DAY WHEN Pere Jean 
was hundreds of miles from the 
town, a letter was brought to 
him by caravan. It was from 
Sunda Singh and read: 

“Soon I shall face the one 
true God. My relatives have 
disturbed my faith with their 
doubts. Please come and ex- 
plain before I die.” 

Pere Jean mounted his horse 
and started off for Pithra. His 
route lay through rough moun- 
tains and deep valleys. As he 
neared the end of his journey 
he was overtaken by high winds 
and floods. More than once he 
risked his horse and his life 
swimming across a_i swollen 
river. He barely slept and his 
body ached with fatigue as he 
struggled on. 

Back in Pithra, old Sunda 
Singh realized he was breathing 
his last. Around his deathbed 
stood his wife and sons and 
daughters and _ grandchildren, 
with his uncles and his cousins 
and his aunts, all weeping and 
beating the sides of their heads 
with their fists, sorrowing be- 
cause he would not come back 
to the religion of his ancestors.

The 
bonze forced open the rigid 
jaws and inserted between the 
upper and lower teeth of the 
corpse, a copper coin. That was 
traveling money—the ‘“dahar 
Karcha”—to pay for the soul’s 
passage into another world.

NEXT MORNING the funeral 
procession began to move from 
the house down a long and 
winding street.

The litter carriers 
were nearing a sharp turn in 
the street, when suddenly there 
appeared before them a hag- 
gard rider on a sweating horse. 
It was Pere Jean de Jonghe, 
barely conscious after his heart- 
breaking strain—and too late. 
At sight of the missionary, the 
pallbearers and the mourners 
stopped in their tracks, all 
frightened. So suddenly did they 
halt that they nearly stumbled 
and violently shook the body 
of the old man which they were 
carrying. 

At that startled moment there 
came from the mouth of the 
dead man in the winding sheet 
a resounding cough. 

The mourners screamed with 
fear.
